C ederal grand juries to- 
day returned ten indictments 
against the Standard Oil Company de- 
fore Judge Bethea, in the United 
States Circuit Court. The indict- 
ments, which contain 6428 counts, 


Dr. are all in connection with the granting 


of rebates. No railroad is mentioned 
in the indictments returned today. 


Each of the 6428 counts in the ten 
ingictments covers an alleged offense, 
and is based on a tank-car shipment 
of petroleum products from the re- 
Aneries at- Whiting. Ind. According to 
a statement issued after the indict- 
ments had been returned from the 
office of the United States Attorney, 
these shipments were carried by the 
following roads: Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy: Chicago and Alton: Chi-

LANDS FOR PEASANTS.

The lands «hosen for this first distri- 
bution include: First, lands in cultiva-

of Arcangel and Vologda. 
DISTRICTS EXCLUDED. 

The following kinds of appanages are 
excluded .from these operations: Dis- 
tricts devoted to factories, foundries, 
or any mining concerns if provided 
with agricultural or other valuable 
buildings or gardens in a high state of 
cultivation; those unsuited for farm- 
ing, and; finally crown lands in the 
Crimea and Trans-Caucasia, and those 
appertaining to the Bieloviezh forest.

DR. THOMAS SLEEPS WITH BAL- 
IM MIDAIR. 


Successful Trip Made by the Dar- 
ing Aeronaut from New York, the 
Dirigible Contrivance Reaching an 
Altitude of 10,000 Feet and Being 
Well in Hand During the Journey.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Dr. Julius P. 
Thomas, the amateur aeronaut, with 
his brother, Jefferson Davis Thomas of 
Augusia, Ga., returned to his residence 
in Seyenty-second street after having 
been in the air for nearly twenty-four 
hours, and having passed through two 
States and reached an altitude of 
about ten thousand feet in hfe bal- 
loon. His voyage ended in Oakdale, 
Sullivan county, this State. 


In relation to his experience, Dr. 
Thomas said: 


“During the trip the propeller, which 
was carried for the first time, worked 
nicely. I found that we were able to 
go either to, the left or right, and in 
fact to turn the balloon completely 
around. Abom 9 o'clock Saturday 
night the wind ghve out and so we 
made preparations for a descent. We 
reached Bremervilie, N. J. and there 
made a descent. We had supper and 
stayed in a farmhouse all night.

(000 feet. I then slept for an hour.

COUNTY CONVENTION. 

— 
Objection of a Finical Delegate De- 
lays Nominations at County Con- 
vention of the Party, Which Re- 
wifirms Abhorrence of “Capitalist 

System of Industry.” | 


When the Soctalist County Conven- 
tion yesterday ran out of lawyers in 
making nominations for Superior 
judges, the delegates, with that true 
democratic abandon Yor which their 
party is noted, named a few butchers 
and bakers and candlestick makers. It 
was the most unselfish aggregation of 
candidates and delegates that ever as- 
sembied. As soon as every delegate had 
been nominated or had declined some 
county office, all turned about and 
nominated their friends on the outside. 

Nominations of five Superior judges 
were gates — swimmingly at the 
convention, was h 
bank Hall, and the K 
completed, when one finical delegate 
arose and said he thought every man 
named for judge ought to be a law- 
yer. They had been naming teamsters 
and ice men, or anything else that 
might be represented by the names 


as if the objecting delegate might be 
read out of the convention, — a 
young man with long hair and a short 
voice, who afterward turned out to be 
Cloudsiey Johns, a local writer, 
and said he thought it was a bad habit 
for the party to get into—that of nomi- 
nating men who might prove to be in- 
efficient, provided they were elected.

ONE MAN KILLED; FOUR HURT. 


Huge Derrick Falls Among Gang of 
Laborers at New Packing-House 
Plant. 


One man was killed and four were se- 
verely injured by a falling derrick at 
the new Maler packing plant, corner 
Macy and Lyon streets, about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. As soon as 
the engine started the mechanism to 
lifting a load of stone, three guy 
strands broke, and the iron and wood 
upright swept down on six laborers 
who were working on a sand pile. One 
man leaped out of the way. but the 
other five were thrown to the ground. 
B. Acosta’s skull was crushed, and 
he died in the Sister's Hospital four 
hours later. The others injured are M 
Licon, concussion of the brain: Michael 
Condon, broken left leg and bruised 
left side; M. Garcia, cut head; Hugh 
McGuire, broken left leg and severe; 
bruises. 

Charles Casey was running the en- 
gine. He had just started it when the 
snapping of guy ropes was heard. Then 
the tall terrick pole tottered a moment 
und fell. At once a telephone message 
was sent the Central Police Station. 
The ambulance made a quick run and 
took the men to the Receiving Hospi- 
tal. They were removed later to the 
Sisters Hospital.

COURT CITATION. 


Evening News Editor Must Answer 
Contempt-of-Court Charge as Re- 
sult of His Jabs at Judge Smith in 
‘the Lane Case—Hearing Set for 
Tomorrow.

T HE OCTOPUS AGAIN. 

It would be a great ‘misfortune to 
the country if the Standard Oi! Com- 
pany should succeed in its evident in- 
tention to monopolize the manufacture 
of alechol to be used for mechanical 
purposes and in the arts. The law re- 
cently passed by Congress exempting 
denaturized alcohol from taxation 
opened a wide and important field for 
alcohol in industries where its use has 
heretofore been prohibited by the 
heavy tax laid upon it by the govern- 
ment. This tax was necessary upon 
alcohol which could be used in bever- 
ages, to prevent its extensive and per- 
nicious use as an adulterant. But the 
“denaturizing” process which is re- 
quired under fhe new law as a condi- 
tion of the remission of the tax ren- 
ders the alcohol utterly unfit for a bev- 
erage in any way, while it does not 
impair its value for heating, lighting 
and power. It has been freely pre- 
dicted that turized alcohol will 
soon come into ral use for the pro- 
pulsion of automobiles and launches, 
for driving stationary explosion en- 
gines, for heating and lighting, and for 
Many other purposes more or less 
closely connected with the economics 
of the home and of manufacture. 

The practical utility of denaturized 
alcohol depends absolutely upon its 
exemption from monopoly. It the 
Standard Oil octopus should be able to 
corner the market and to fasten its 
tentacles about the throats of inde- 
pendent producers, or drive them out 
of business altogether, as # is reported 
to have threatened, the great benefits 
which the péople have been expecting 
from denaturized alcohol will be lost to 
them, and will, in a large measure, be 
turned into the bulging coffers of the 


ty greatest monopoly in the world. This 
would be virtually a defeat of the fun- tate forbearance, sympathy and help- 


tidamental object of the free alcoho! 
law, which was to place in the hands 


— the public a new and potent agent 


for the production of light, heat, 
power, etc., at a price so cheap that 
it would become a formidable competi- 
tor with gasoline and other petroleum 
products. 

The statement is inde that experts

Une, but it could be used in the manu- 
facture of mercerized cotton and other 
fabrics, and it “would be an extremely 
favorable product to control.” It is 
confidently asserted by those who have 


made most thorough investigations 
into the manufacture and possible uses | 


of denaturized alcohol that it can be 
produced at a price which would make 
it a formidable competitor of gasoltne 
and kerosene for a great variety of 
uses. But, if the Standard Oil monop- 
oly were in contro] of its production, it 
probably would not be made cheaply 
enough to compete with gasoline or 
any other product turned out by Mr. 
Rockefeller’s monopoly. unless, pos- 
Sibly, it could be made a source of 
greater profit to the company than its 
other products. Im such case, dena- 
turized alcohol 
boosted into great popularity. Al! 
would depend upon the question which 
product would yield the greatest 
its to the octopus, and of course it 
were in control of both classes of 
products; it could push the one and 
hold back the other at its will, while 
the public would be obliged to pay the 
bills, whatever they might be. 

The Standard Oi] Company's monop- 
oly of a great and useful commodity, 
whieh is practically indispensable to 
the public, has been for years a con- 
tinuine scandai. The Standard Oi! 
monopoly should not be permitted to 
repeat, in the production of denatur- 
ized aleohol, the many and flagrant 
Offenses against the common weal of 
which it has been guilty in the produce 
tion of petroleum products, ; 


RRESPONSIBLE ORGANIZATIONS. 
The strike of the carmen of the 
United Railroads of San Francisco 
brings to mind in a very pointed man- 
ner one of the difficulties in dealing 
with labor unions. The walking dele- 
gate is always a man lacking in con- 
science. His dupes, for the most part 
well intentioned and industrious men, 
are in a vast number of cases lacking 
iy sense. These organizations are in 
every way lacking in responsibility, 
either legal or moral. 

The carmen’s organization in San 
Francisco was under a moral contract 
with their employers the terms of 
which were of the most explicit na- 
ture. Whether the railroad company 
was guilty of breaking its side of the 
contract or not is aside from the ques- 
tion at this time, for this reason: One 
of the terms of that contract specific- 
ally provided that in case of any dis- 
pute arising as to the interpretation of 
the other terms of the contract, the 
\question should be submitted to an

arb:tration committee for’ its decision. 
The carmen were requested to wait 
twenty-four hours until an official of 
‘the company might have time to arrive 
in San Francisco, he being then on 
his way to the Coast. ‘There was no 
way beforehand to determine what the 
decision of the railroad company would 
be. It is quite possible that taking 
izance of the unusual conditions

Multi- 
tudes of people are compelled to walk 
long distances to their places of busi- 
ness and to their homes. The high 
winds that prevail at this time of year 
in San Francisco whirl clouds of dust 
and ashes that fill the atmosphere. 
The horses, being used to remove the 
rubbish from the streets and the build- 
ing sites, are dying by scores, literaliy 
choked to death by this dense cloud of 
ashes and dust. Human beings are 
suffering great incotivenience and even 
agony from the same cause. Every 
human consideration, every moral 
obligation known to man, would dic-

LOSE TO THE BUZZ SAW. 

The ‘railroad rate law passed by 
Congress at the last session, prohibits 
the granting of passes or favors of any 
sort to shippers by railroads. Railroad 
and Standard Oil lawyers announce 
exultingly that they have found a hole 
in the law and that the railroads can, 
with impunity, extend special favors to 
Standard Oil because that trust op- 
erates pipe lines and therefore is itself 
a common carrier. Recently the same

How may it be 
done?

it is quite time that the grade cross- 
ing was*tliminated from the whole sys- 
tem of railroads in and about the city 
of Los Angeles. The crossings are too 
numerous, the passage of trains is too 
frequent, and the speed too high, both 
on electric cars and on steam railroad 
trains, to permit of the safe operation 
of both on grade crossings. It is in- 
deed. a great undertaking and the re- 
form cannot be made at once, or even 
in a short time. The charters of both 
the steam and electric lines probably 
would stand in the way of the legal 
and compulsory change of the 
ings. But a beginning can be made, 
and that the next time a franchise 
is asked for a steam or electric line to 
cross the tracks of the other road. 
Every such crossing put in hereafter 
should be other than a grade crossing. 
In the next place, modern interlock- 

ing appliances may be installed at 
comparatively small expense and many. 
of these accidents avoided. There is no 
question that familiarity with danger 
breeds contempt as in other things. 
e railroad employé, who is accus- 

t to handling the throttle valve of 
a locomotive or the contraller of an 
electric car, by long immunity in his 
occupation may become careless. The 
men that handle dynamite become so, 
and it is an inherent trait of human 
nature that as we become more and 
more accustomed to acts involving 
to our own life as well as that 

of others, we become less cautious. 
But if the engineer on a locomotive or 
the motorman on an electric car knew 
that around a curve or behind some in- 
tervening obstacie preventing a clear 
view of a crossing or a tch there 
would be an open switch for him to 
run into, overturning his car or en- 
gine, provided some other car or en- 


switch, he would undoubtedly ap- 
proach such an intersection with a 
great deal more care. 

There is another step to be taken, 
and this applies to the courts of jus- 
tice. In every railroad accident, the 

most rigid investigation should be had 
in order to fix. as nearly as possible the 
blame upon the right person. When 
a railroad employé has been convicted 
of gross carelessness In the operating 
of the car or train under his control, 
he should be made to suffer a severe 
penalty for the injury occasioned to 
the life and limb of his passengers. 
The less motorman or engineer 
who has run through many dangerous 
scratches in his occupation may smile 
at the thought of an accident, but if 
he knows that in case of his gulity 
negligence prison bars may shut him 
from the sunlight for a period of 
months, it may have a very conserva- 
tive effect upon his mind. If in these 
ir vestigations gross incompetency is 
proven against the employé, the com- 
pany should be held to the most rigid 
account for placing incompetent men 
in positions of so great importance.
